IN CORDOBA, WHO HAD BEEN KIDNAPPED BY TERRORISTS ON SEPTEMBER 
12, 1975, WAS RELEASED UNHARMED IN CORDOBA DURING THE 
MORNING OF SEPTEMBER 23, 1975.
